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Many Youngsters Get Back 


On School Buses Monday 


Starting Monday morning, many Andover 
schoolchildren will find themselves on 
new buses — including some 600 children 
who have been walking since school 
opened more than a month ago. 

The School Committee Tuesday night 
voted unanimously to accept the transpor- 
tation coordinator’s recommendations for 
new bus routes for the entire town, incor- 
porating the addition of three new buses. 
(A complete listing of the new routes is 
published elsewhere in this edition of the 
Townsman. ) 

The new routes were designed to find 
room on buses for every student who lives 
in an area deemed hazardous to walking

children, Transportation Coordinator 
Kathleen Casey explained, including Bal- 
lardvale. Parents who live in the ‘Vale 
were among the strongest opponents to 
this year’s busing cutbacks. 

According to Business Manager Frank 
Paul, 3,600 students will now be bused, 600 
more than had been expected. Casey and 
Paul have been working on the new routes 
since the committee’s last meeting on 
Sept. 30 

An unexpected $42,500 in available cash 
will pay for the three new buses. 

The rerouting includes an effort to reor- 
ganize bus stops, so that crowds of stu- 
dents will not be waiting for buses: Most 
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stops will have fewer than 10 students, 
Paul said, and very few will have more 
than 30, ‘eliminating hazards to students 
and minimizing damage to property.” 

And bus passes have been issued, elimi- 
nating the problem of unauthorized riders 
overcrowding buses, he added. 

In her report, Casey said routes were 
developed with an emphasis on ‘‘filling the 
buses to capacity.’’ But exceptions were 
made, she added, in areas with large dis- 
tances between houses, and where buses 
make short second runs; a ‘‘few buses’’

Gown Relationship 


Town and gown, the story of Andover’s renowned 
academies and their relationship to the small New 
England town where they grew, will be discussed at 10 
a.m. Tuesday, Oct. 27, at the Andover Historical Socie- 
ty. Coffee and doughnuts will be served at 9:30, prior 
to the meeting 

For this first morning coffee of the season, a panel 
will present an informal account of the development of 
‘the Hill,’’ as the schools came to be called. From the 
time of their founding in the late eighteenth and early 
nineteenth centuries, Phillips Academy and the And- 
over Theological Seminary strongly influenced the 
evolution of the town of Andover. Because of their 
important role in the educational life of America in the 
nineteenth century, the name ‘‘Andover”’ becarne 
known throughout the United States. 

The relationship also worked the other way. The 
town of Andover, especially through the actions of 
community leaders, greatly affected the development 
of the schools. Some of the best-known names in 
Andover’s history not only influenced the growth of the 
town but also that of the Hill. Their role in each sphere 
will be described. 

A major aspect of the discussion will center on the 
relationship between the people_of the Hill and the 
townspeople. Dramatic changes ‘have occurred over 
the years and these will be recounted. 

The public is invited to attend the morning coffee 
and participate in the question and answer period 
which will follow. Newcomers to the area are especial- 
ly nvited to come and learn more about the historic 
town of Andover and her famous academies. 

The Andover Historical Society is a non-profit edu- 
cational institution open to both members and public.

ending years of effort by the Andover 
Historical Commission to save the build- 
ings. The farm houses stood on land now 
owned by Digital Equipment Corp., which 
had no use for them 

The Sullivans plan to renovate the old 
wooden structures they rescued from al- 
most certain demolition into three homes 
for their children, who will help with the 
work. They plan to restore the exteriors of 
the buildings to their original appearance. 

The move actually began last Tuesday, 
when mover Dana Wood’s crew from 
Hookset, N.H. moved the caravan of build- 
ings on wheels across old River Road into 
the parking lot of Valle’s restaurant. 

They had planned to begin early 
Wednesday morning, but ran into prob- 
lems getting past the electrical wires 
around the lot and were stuck there until 
nearly 11 a.m., Sullivan said. The result 
was an area blackout that lasted for seve- 
ral hours in some neighborhoods. 

The crew ended their first day at 6 p.m., 
parking the buildings overnight at the foot 
of Forest Hill Drive, which the mevers 
had decided was ‘’a good place to leave 
them,” Sullivan explained. 

“They sailed right up Forest Hill the 
next day,’ she added. Real difficulties 
began when the movers turned onto nar- 
row Cross Road, and then negotiated a 
‘very bad curve’ crossing Fish Brook on 
High Plain Road. Along the way there 
were ‘‘a few places that were tight 
squeezes, and we had to cut down more 
tree limbs.”’ 

The final stage of the move was the 
most complicated, Sullivan said: At the 
“last moment”’ before moving the build- 
ings onto the High Plain Road site, the 
movers found their caravan was too long 
to maneuver onto the lot. To shorten it, 
they had to jack up the houses and remove 
some of the wheels. 

And, because only one set of wheels was 
adjustable, the movers had to remove 
them from the first house they got onto the 
lot and put them onto the next house, then 
move that house, remove the wheels once 
again, and put them under the final house.

all this was done after nightfall, by the 
light of car headlights. 

‘It was 10:30 p.m. before we got the last 
building onto our land,”’ Sullivan said. “It 
was quite a night.” 

The entire Sullivan family accompanied 
their farm houses ‘‘every inch of the 
route,’ she said, along with the moving 
crew of about 18, ‘‘dozens of utility peo- 
ple,”’ police officers and tree workers. 

Spectators lined the streets and neigh- 
bors stood on their front lawns to watch 
the procession, she added. ‘‘Most of them 
had praise for what we were doing. It 
made us feel good that so many people 
shared our belief that the houses were 
important to Andover.” 

Sullivan in turn had praise for residents 
along the route who patiently accepted 
blocked-off streets and the power outage. 
‘“‘We’d like to thank everyone who lives 
along the route,’’ she said. ‘“‘We really 
appreciated their cooperation.’’ Neigh- 
bors were notified of the details of the 
move in advance. 

Although the Sullivans are ‘‘very happy 
that this part is over with,’’ accomplishing 
the move was just the beginning of their 
efforts. The buildings have been left in a 
temporary arrangement on their lot, and 
within two weeks will be moved onto new 
foundations in a permanent layout. The 
odd-shaped houses will be hoisted onto 
footings while the foundations are poured 
to fit their dimensions.

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Andover Student Test Scores 
Provide Some Good News 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


In a year of budgetary and busing woes, 
Assistant School Superintendent Charles 
Mitsakos said he was happy to share some 
good news with the School Committee and 
parents this week: Results of recent 
achievement tests show that Andover stu- 
dents ‘‘continue to outscore their national 
counterparts.”’ 

Students in grades one through 11 who 
took national achievement tests last 
spring scored ‘‘significantly above the na- 
tional norm” in all tests, at or above the 
88th percentile (meaning that Andover 
students did as well as 88 percent of all 


student: ‘ested throughout the country.) 

Those results “hold true from school to 
school, from grade to grade, and from 
subject to subject,’’ Mitsakos explained. 

Scores on the College Board Scholastic 
Achievement tests taken by 85 percent of 
last year’s senior class also increased, for 
the third consecutive year, he added. The 
seniors also outscored students across the 
nation, in the state, and in Massachusetts 
residential communities comparable to 
Andover. 

Mitsakos presented a detailed report on 
the test results to the school committee 


Tuesday night at Shawsheen School. Three 
types of tests were given to students last 
April, he explained: “‘Circus’’, to measure 
general academic achievement for first- 
and second-graders; STEP III, which 
measures academic achievement for 
grades three through 11; and SCAT II], 
also for grades three through 11, to mea- 
sure verbal and quantitative skills. 

The tests were administered in the 
classroom by classroom teachers, then 
scored and the results tabulated by the 
Educational! Testing Service of Berkeley, 
Cal.

On the Hi SES scale, Andover students 
still came out ahead, though not so dra- 
matically: the Hi SES students scored at 
the 84th percentile. 

The test results also include grade-level 
indicators, showing that Andover elemen- 
tary students perform at from two to five 
years above their grade level, and second- 
ary students, near ‘‘the grade level ceil- 
ing,’ the assistant superintendent 
reported 

He pointed out that students near the 
middle or bottom of the Andover scale still 
rank high above the national norm. Mitsa- 
kos concluded that students at every apti- 
tude and achievement level in Andover 
‘are really being challenged.”’ 

Andover students scored higher on math 
tests than on verbal tests in all grades — 
which Mitsakos attributed in part to less 
time spent reading and writing in chil- 
dren's after-school lives 

The diffenénces between scores of chil- 
dren at varieus Andover schools, and those

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If you’re using a can of leftover paint, 
you may find that a thick, rubbery skin has 
formed on the surface. Don’t try to break 
this up and mix it into the rest of the paint, 
because you'll only create lumps that will 
have to be strained out. Instead, try to 
remove the skin in one poiece by slicing it 
away from the sides of the can and scoop- 
ing it out carefully 

To avoid running into this problem 
again, store your half-used paint cans up- 
side down (just be sure the lid is on very 
tightly). This way the skin will form on 
what is actually the bottom of the paint, 
and it will remain safety out of the way 
after you re-open the can. 

When painting, always use a thin coat, 
and apply a second thin coat only after the 
first one has dried. Paint that’s too thick 
or applied too soon on top of a previous

coat, may end up looking lumpy 

Small objects — like drawer knobs, han- 
dies, etc. — are among the hardest things 
to paint because you can’t hold them prop- 
erly. As a result, you often wind up paint- 
ing your hands as well as the object 

To make this job easier (and neater), 
hang each small object on a string and 
spray it with paint as it dangles. This way 
you can paint all sides of the object in one 
operation, and it can dry while hanging. 

Incidentally, when using spray paint, 
drip marks are often a problem. To avoid 
them, move the can rapidly while spraying 
and apply very, very light coats of paint. 
Allow each coat to dry before applying the 
next one. If the coats are thin enough, 
they'll dry very quickly, so the process 
won't take very long.

Leaks Don’t Always Mean Panic 


If you spot a small leak in one of your 
pipes, there’s no need to race for the 
plumber. You can repair it yourself with a 
pipe repair clamp and a rubber patch, 
which you'll find in many hardware 
stores. The clamps come in sizes ranging 
from % to 2 inches, so you'll have to 
measure the circumference of your pipe 
first. (If you don’t have a flexible tape 
measure, wrap a piece of string around 
the pipe, then measure the strong. ) 


Before starting, turn off the water, ei- 
ther by shutting off the main valve or the 
valve that controls the water flow to the 
leaky pipe. Place the rubber patch over 
the hole, then put the clamp on top and 
keep tightening it until the rubber is 
pressing so firmly against the pipe that 


the leak stops. The process takes only a 
few minutes, and the patch should be ef- 
fective for a quite a while. 

If the leak is around a pipe joint where a 
clamp won't fit, you can patch it with 
epoxy, which is also available in hardware 
stores. After turning off the water, clean 
the area around the leak with steel wool. 
Then plug the hole with something small 
— some wax or a bit of cellophone tape — 
and coat it with epoxy 

The problem here is that the epoxy dries 
very slowly, and if you’ve shut off the 
main valve, your entire home will be with- 
out water for several hours. So, when 
using the eopxy method, you should try to 
find the valve that controls the water 
supply to the particular pipe that needs 
repair.

Tips For Safe, Efficient Kitchen

Safe kitchens are well-lighted, well-ven- 
tilatedand planned for efficiency by the 
architect and designer. It is costly to cor- 
rect errors and eliminate hazards later, 
when a house has been completed and 
equipment installed. Planning for effici- 

: ence and safety in the early stages of 
construction will prevent expensive and 
major structural changes in the future. 

Safety and efficiency result from apply- 

t ing suitable space standards, planning the 

| kitchen location and arrangement in 

relationship to the rest of the house and 
properly placing well-selected fixtures 
| and appliances.

The kitchen is one of the busiest rooms inches rom the retrigerator, and 14 inches Cabinets g 
in the house. It is also the location of many from the center of the nearest range burn- The size, number and location of cab- Z 
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Space should be allocated for storage, 
appliances, work counters and the antic- 
ipated traffic pattern and living habits of 
the family. Sink, stove, refrigerator and 
other work areas should be placed to save 
steps. Heavily trafficked areas should be 
left uncrowded. 

Work Triangle 

The heart of the kitchen is the work 
triangle — formed by lines connecting the 
center fronts of the sing, range and refrig- 
erator. Thé sum of the sides of the work 
triangle should not exceed 23 feet. As the 
major activity area in the kitchen, this 
triangle should be out of the path of most 
traffic through the room to adjacent area. 

Traffic Flow 

Most traffic flow through a kitchen is 
bound for the backyard or an adjacent 
dining room or meal-serving area. A com- 
bination of hot dishes, appliances, kitchen 
utensils and traffic flow can cause acci- 
dents. Good planning will keep traffic out 
of the work area and provide adequate 
clearance between fixtures and appli- 
ances. A minimum of 48 inches should be 
provided between cabinets and appliances 
placed opposite each other. When such 
fixtures are placed at right angles to each 
other and separated by a passageway, 
they should be spaced a minimum of 30 
inches apart. 

In an “L’’or ‘‘U”’ shaped kitchen, the 
minimum edge distance between an appli- 
ance and an adjacent corner should be 
nine inches from the edge of a sink, 16 
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What do you do with a room that bor- 
dersan attractive outdoor area that can 
only be enjoyed by going outdoors? 

Installing a patio door is one good idea 
Such a home improvement will not only 
make the outdoor view appear as an exten- 
sion of the room, but will provide easy 
access to the outdoors as well.

This makes 
them easier to clean since there is only 
one large glass area to wash instead of 
many smaller ones. 

Indoor comfort is an additional benefit 
with well-made patio doors that have wood 
frames and double-pane insulating glass —

enliven even the dullest, dark bathroom - 
which may lack windows. In older apart- 
ments, windows frequently overlook an 
airshaft. By keeping the colors light and 
the patterns open and airy, it can be a 
welcome wake-me-up first thing in the 
morning.

wall cabinets without standing on stools, 
or possibly dangerous makeshift climbing 
aids 

For counter tops without wall cabinets 
above a 30-inch depth is the recommended 
maximum. The top shelves of cabinets 
above the floor and wall cabinet depth 
should not exceed i2 inches maximum 

Cabinet counters should be flush with 
installed appliances and fixtures for this 
level of operation. The trim used on coun- 
ter top edges should be free of sharp 
edges, burrs and points 

Doors 

Door swings which conflict with or re- 
strict the use of appliances should be 
avoided. Doors should be installed to 
swing against the side or end of a cabinet 
or out of the kitchen. Where standard 
hinged doors would present a hazard, the 
use of sliding or folding doors is recom- 
mended 

Appliances 

No matter how well designed, kitchen 
appliances are potentially hazardous when 
heating, grinding, cutting, shearing, 
mashing or otherwise performing their 
necessary functions. They must be care- 
fully located and properly installed. Here 
are some general rules. 

¢ Refrigerators should be installed 
where the interior is accessible to the 
work triangle and the door swing does not 
interfere with traffic flow or with other 
doors or drawers. For double door refrig- 
erator/freezer combinations the refriger- 
ator door should swing away from the 
work-friangle. 

¢ A minimum of 18 inches of counter 
space on each side of ranges or 24 inches 
on at least one side of separate oven units 
provides adjacent space for setting hot 
utensils, with room for their handles. 

* Choose a range with controls located 
at the front or side and eliminate storage 
areas above the burners. This reduces the 
risk of burns from spattering grease, boil- 
ing water or stam and the danger of gar- 
ments catching fire when reaching over 
hot burners. 

¢ Range hoods are installed to remove 
heat, smoke, moisture and odors and to 
provide a light source immediately above 
the cooking surface. A safety designed 
range hood should have rounded corners 
and rolled edges. It should be installed at 
such a height that the lower edge does not 
restrict the view of utensils on the rear 
heating elements. The optimum height for 
hood installations range between 56 and 60

Be sure the 
unit is deactivated before attempting to 
retrieve any item from it 
Electrical and 
Lighting Systems 

An adequate number of receptables con 
tributes to a safer kitchen by eliminating 
the use of extension cords and other meth- 
ods of providing electrical service to nu- 
merous appliances. Receptacles and 
switches should be located as remotely as 
practical from the water outlet fixtures 

When planning for an adequate number 
of duplex receptacles allow: one for each 
four linear feet of work surface; one for a 
refrigerator, one for a kitchen desk, if 
included, one for a dryer, one for an ioning 
area and one for table space 

A ground-fault circuit-interrupter 
(GFCI) is an essential installation in 
kitchen circuits to provide safety from 
shock.

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Ceramic Tile Can Rejuvenate 
Those Worn Counter Tops

A ceramic tile countertop can bring a 
touch of class to your kitchen giving you 
easy-care long-lasting beauty for a com- 
paratively low price.

chisel, yardstick and pencil, you will also 
need nippers to cut small pieces of tile, a 
notched trowel to apply the adhesive and a 
rubber-faced trowel for grounting. These 
are inexpensive tools and are available at 
your local hardware store. You might also 
want to rent a water-cooled saw or hand 
cutter to make the job go faster 


Most plastic laminate counters have a 
four inch back-splash, joined at right an- 
gles to the counter. This can be easily 
removed with a wide chisel and hammer. 

After doing so, disconnect the plumbing 
and cap all pipes. Then remove the sink 
and any other drop-in fixtures. 


Abrade the laminated countertop with a 
block wrapped in coarse sand-paper to 
ensure a better bond between the laminate 
surface and adhesive. 

Experiment with layout so that full 
pieces of tile can be used as much as 
possible. Plan for any necessary cuts in 
unobtrusive places. 


Allow for cove trim pieces at back of the 
counter and cap trim at front. Install the 
tile along the front of the counter with a 
¥,’’ overhang. Finish off with another 
piece of trim on the front edge of the 
counter. 


Use nippers to shape the tile to irregular 
contours, such as around sink area, and 
the water-cooled saw or hand cutter for 
making straight cuts. 

Spread the adhesive with the notched 
trowel covering a small area at a time. 
For ceramic mosaics, use a %’’x¥s’’xe”’ 
size trowel. 

Set the tilem making sure the tiles are 
aligned. Set the tile firmly in the adhesive 


by tapping with a wooden block. After the 
counter tile is installed, spread the adhe- 
sive on the back-splash and repeat proc- 
ess 

Wait till the following day to grout and 
mix according to manufacturer’s direc- 
tions. Consider using a colored grout 
which adds design value and also helps 
camouflage food stains 

Spread the grouting material with a 
rubber-faced trowel to fill the spaces be- 
tween the tiles. Then sprinkle dry grout

FallIs Crucial For A Successful Garden Next Spring 


For serious gardeners these next three 
months are more important than April. A 
fall profitably spent preparing for the 
coming year will mean a smooth rather 
than hectic spring and more boundiful 
summer gardens. This is especially true 
for gardeners with heavy clay soil which 
should never be worked when wet 
unless of course the owner plants to go 
back into brick making. 

This is the best month of the year for 
starting new lawns or reseeding bare spot 
For those who have limited time and/or 
funds and can spread fertilizer only once a 
year this is also the best time for chore. 

While the days are still humid, try a 
trick to remove thatching from your lawn. 
Spray the damp lawn with stale beer. 
(Channel 7 guarantees it works.) Also 
available for this chore are powders and 
liquids which can be sprayed on the sur- 
vace. If you are blessed with a small lawn, 
an iron rake and strong back will do the 
job as well. 

To reseed bare spots, simply break up 
the surface of the soil with the tip of a 
shovel, sprinkle on the seed. Cover the sod 
with branches, cheese clot or chicken 
wire to keep birds, pets and people away 
until the weed sprouts. 

Keep new lawns and patches moist until 
germination. In dry weather this may 
require watering both morning and af- 
ternoon 

September is also a good time to bring in 
those houseplants you put out last spring 
Also dig up fibrous begonias and gerani- 
ums for color indoors all winter 

These same plants, if pinched back now, 
put in a bright window and cared for all 
winter, will go on blooming next spring in 
the garden and best of all they will have 
cost you only the time it takes to tend 
them indoors. 

For beautiful color up to Thanksgiving, 
put in chrysanthemums now. They are 
available at most garden centers. When 
planting them, be sure to add compost and

fertilizer to the hole you have dug. Mums 
are perennial if planted in a sunny loca- 
tion. Cut them back after frost kills them 
and mulch as well after the ground freez- 
es. They will spread in years to come, so 
don't buy more than you will have room 
for 

Inventory your vegetable garden now 
before plants die. Note where each type of 
plant is located and plan a rotation for 
next spring in order to avoid soil borne 
diseases and reduce insect infestations 

If you have a bare spot, for example 
where the beans have finally quit produc- 
ing, turn over the soil, add manure and 
fertilizer and plant next year’s onion crop. 
The ,seeds will sprout and grow healthy 
roots. By Thanksgiving or a little later the 
frost will kill back the shoots. When the 
ground is frozen, mulch the patch. Next 
spring those same little onions will pop 
back up and you should have a bumper 
crop. 

Finally spread fertilizer around your 
strawberries since this is runner time 
again. Strawberries should be fertilized 
only in the fall. Bone meal alone should be 
added in the spring 

October 
By the middle of this month the vegeta- 


ble garden will probably quit. Parsnips, J 


better for a frost, carrots, onions, beets, 
lettuce and peas will probably keep on 
going until Christmas or close to it, but 
everything else should be tilled under now 
while the earthworms can turn the leftov- 
ers into humus for the next year’s crop. 
The same holds true in flower gardens. 

While many people add manure to their 
gardens in the spring, now is the best time 
to till that in also. It helps interrupt the 
life cycle of insect pests and it prevents 
overburdening of the soil with nitrogen 
next spring. 

Take soil samples to your local exten- 
sion service for testing and add lime now 
if you need it. With luck you may not have 
to till the soil next spring at all. Simple

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Preparing For The Next 
Attack Of The Gypsy Moths 


Naturalists are warning us to prepare 
for another devasting attack by the gypsy 
moth this spring. 

According to Clifford S. Chater, Exten- 
sion Service specialist at the Suburban 
Experiment Station in Waltham, tempera- 
tures lower than 25 degree Fahrenheit are 
needed to destroy gypsy moth eggs. 

Stop them before they hatch — One way 
to partially control the gypsy moth in 
small trees is to scrape the eggs off the 
bark and into a container, or to brush the 
eggs with creosote. Ralph Mankowsky, 
entomology specialist for the University 
of Massachusetts Cooperative Extension 
Service, warns that scrapping the eggs 
onto the ground will not kill the eggs, and 
that creosole, ‘is a very toxic substance 
and a suspected carcinogen — use it in a 
well ventilated place and keep it off your 
skin.” 

Both Mankowsky and Chater agree that 
scraping or brushing with cresote will still 
not prevent tree defoliation in large infes- 
tations and that both methods are imprac- 
tical in tall trees. 

Mankowsky cited several things that 
homeowners should know to help control 
caterpillar defoliation of trees in their own 
years. ‘‘The caterpillars prefer oaks, 
birches and fruit trees, but will also eat 
pine, hemlock, spruce and sometimes 
maple,” he said. ” 

‘An unhardy tree can be mortally 
wounded by a complete defoliation, but 
most of the hardwoods can be partially 
stripped more than one year in a row 
without killing the tree. However, one 
complete defoliation of a healthy softwood 
tree can kill it,” he said. 

Insecticides can help Spraying trees can 
be an effective way to control the caterpil- 
lars. One problem with spraying, accord- 
ing to Mankowsky, deals with improper 
dosages of insecticides. ‘‘People use too 
much. Follow the directions on the can or 
bottle very carefully, and make sure the 
pesticide is registered for each particular 
use,” he said. 

There are several insecticides regis- 
tered for gypsy moth control: 

Sevin, or Cabaryl, is registered for use 
on many fruit, vegetable and ornamental 
plants. Spray deposits are lethal to insects 


for about five days. If applied, Sevin will 
severely injure or kill Boston Ivy and the 
Virginia Creeper. Repeated applications 
of Sevin can cause a buildup of mites and 
should be avoded. Because Sevin is very 
toxic to honeybees, beekeepers should be 
forewarned to screen hive openings to 
prevent contamination. 

Orthenol is effective against a wide 
range of insects on vegetables, ornamen- 
tals and flowers and remains lethal to 
insects for 10 to 15 days. 

Imidan is a phosphate-type insecticide 
which can be used on many vegetables, 
fruits and ornamentals agains a wide 
range of insects. Imidan is of a lower 
toxicity to man and warm-blooded ani- 
mals than Sevin of Orthenol, but is toxic to 
honeybees. Again, beekeepers should “be 
forewarned so that hive openings can be 
screened. 

Trichlorofon, or Dylox, is a phospho- 
rous-type insecticide used for many vege- 
tables, field crops, seed crops and 
ornamentals. It has a low toxicity to bene- 
ficial insects including honeybees and is 
very soluble in water. 

BT is a microbial insecticide non-toxic 
to man and warm-blooded animals, fish 
and honeybees. BT is capable of inducing 
fatal disease in some insects, mostly cat- 
erpillars, and is the insecticide endorsed 
by many environmentalists. However, BT 
is comparatively expensive (compared to 
other insecticides) and occasionally give 
erratic results. 

Chater warns that insecticides should be 
applied when the caterpillars are small, 
around mid-May. ‘The larger they be- 
come, the harder they are to kill,”’ he said. 

Routinely, large caterpillars crawl 
down the tree trunks during the day and 
back up again at night. This allows some 
of them to be captured if folded burlap is 
wrapped around the tree trunk for a trap- 
ping place. Wrapping aluminum foil 
around the tree trunk has also been a 
method of keeping a tree from being at- 
tacked, but caterpillars travel in other 
ways besides crawling. 

“Small caterpillars may spin fine 
threads and hang down from a tree. Some- 
times they will get caught in 4 wind cur- 
rent and get blown two or three hundred 
yards,’’ Mankowsky said 


A complete solution is still not known. 
Eradication of the gypsy moth is not 
possible — at least with present knowl- 
edge. In the past, a large population would 
contract a virus that so reduced their 
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numbers that a troublesome population 
would not be seen again for several years

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A Washer And Dryer Can Fit In An Apartment 


Living in s amall apartment with lim- 
ited kitchen space needn’t prevent you 
from installing your own clothes washer 
and dryer. Many manufacturers have 
come out with portable mini-versions of 
these appliances that can be squeezed into 
almost any nook or cranny. So look 
around. If you’ve got a cranny to spare, 
you can set up your own laundry center. 


However, don’t think these pint-size ma- 
chines have pint-size price tags. Far from 
it. A space-saving washer and dryer can 
cost just as much as standard size units or 
more. In department stores, mini-washers 
are priced from about $250 for the smaller 
units to over $400 for the fancier models 
that feature more speeds and fabric set- 
tings. Mini-dryers are in. the $200-$350 
range, with gas-operated dryers costing 
considerably more than the electric ones. 
The highest priced washer-dryer set we've 
seen cost $764 — quite a hefty sum for 
these portables. 

Although in most cases the appliances 
can be bought separately, there are some 
models in which the washer and dryer are 
attached, and are sold as a unit. One 
model of this type retails for a little over 
$500. 4

and can be moved about easily. To use the

The dryer, to, is portable; just plug it 
into an ordinary electric outlet and turn it 
on. Unlike standard-size dryers, the mini- 
dryers do not have to be vented outdoors. 
However, when they’re in operation, they 
do tend to make the room a little humid. 

Many of the mini-appliances are small 
enough to fit into a space two feet wide by 
two feet deep. Others are long and narrow, 
occupying about 24-feet of wall space, but 
jutting out just 16 or 17 inches into the 
room. They can be stored in the kitchen, 
or in any alcove or closet. However, if the 
dryer is operated inside a closet, the door 
must be left open for ventilation. 

Most manufacturers provide racks that 
enable you to store these appliances piggy- 
back fashion, with the dryer on top and the 
washer nestled below it. The washer can 
easily be pulled out and wheeled over to 
the sink, while the dryer can be used right 
on the rack. 


Piggy-back storage racks are gread 
space-savers, but be prepared to pay extra 
for them. A sturdy, chrome-plated tubular 
steel rack may cost about $40. Some racks 
are built more like open cabinets, and 
have wood-grain sides. Tieir prices vary. 
If you don’t want to spend the extra mon- 
ey, you can simply build a shelf to hold the 
dryer, and store the washer underneath. 

Many manufactures are reluctant to say 
how many pounds of clothing their mini- 
appliances can handle at one time, and 
speak instead of volume or ‘‘typical 
loads.’ One portable mini-washer (23%- 
inches wide, 20%-inches high) can handle 
the following ‘‘typical load:”’

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The Ponies Were More Efficient 


One might suppose that bureaucracies such as the

U.S. Postal Service are easy targets. oe 


Such an organization is a constant target of criticism 
and the butt of comedian’s jokes, as are many public 
service, or government organizations. 

The biggest problem is that in the case of the postal 
service it is very difficult to sympathize with a public 
service entity whose total operation gives every evi- 
dence of continued deterioration, despite its professed 
objective to be a modern, efficient organization. 

In fairness, it should be pointed out very quickly that 
the service problems can not be placed at the hands of 
those friendly couriers who make their daily rounds, or 
even the clerks who operate in local offices. 

For the most part, they remain the friendly service- 
oriented individuals who attempt to perform their du- 
ties in the time-honored tradition of ‘‘neither rain, sleet, 
hail, staying them from their appointed rounds.”’ 

No, it’s not the elements which are ‘‘staying these 
couriers.”’ 

It’s the system which is keeping the mail from their 
hands. You can’t deliver what you don’t have. 

And, the postal service itself is making the job more 
difficult. 

New rules and regulations dictate that the sender 
must do everything short of actually delivering the 
letter, or package, if the postal service is to follow 
through and get the item to its destination. 

For instance, persons wishing to get to the Townsman 
via the U.S. Postal Service, must be sure that the next 
to last line on the envelope has Box A-T on it so that the 
computer can see it. The computer will only read that 
line. Devoid of that information, even with a street 
address, the item will wind up in storage. 

Now, this is a fine idea and we would be happy to so 
inform those sending us items to properly address their 
mail. Only problem with that is we, along with many 
others, have no idea who may want to correspond. 


Early morning pickup at postal boxes in Andover is 
getting to be a waste of time, as any businessman can 
attest. This is a problem which has been addressed for 
the past several years by Andover businessmen who 
were promised service,‘‘ as good, if not better,’’ when 
processing operations were transferred to Lawrence. 

For many in the business community, their clerks are 
virtually idle for a couple of hours each morning as they 
await the mail for processing of payments and bills. 


While that problem has existed for some time, home- 


delivery is now in a similar category, with the postman 
dropping the daily delivery later and later in some parts 
of town. 

The problem is not in Andover alone. 

It is throughout the entire area, and presumably 
throughout the entire postal system. 

Mail deposited in boxes in Andover can sometimes 
take anywhere up to a week to deliver, with the postal 
service assigning the probiem to improper addressing, 
or some other excuse. 

As in life itself these days, there just isn’t anything 
such as common sense employed or applied any more. 

There are other matters which could be addressed in 
reference to postal service, such as in the face of energy 
problems why use vehicles to deliver mail and why cart 
the mail all over the place to distribution centers, only 
to be returned to its original posting area? 

But, basically, the system needs to be reassessed as 
to the effectiveness of the computer-age technology the 
postal service has taken on to make it more efficient. 

As we approach the new 20-cent stamp for use of the 
service, it is not enough to look upon the fee as five 
cents for delivery and 15 cents for storage. 

Better to re-examine the manner in which the pony 
express more efficiently forwarded the mail under

Clarif ying His Position 


To The Editor of The TOWNSMAN: 

This letter is written by me as a private individual 
and does not necessarily reflect the views of the 
Andover Board of Selectmen. My purpose in writing is 
to attempt to clarify my position in the selection of a 
new town manager in light of the attempt in your 
editorial of October 8, 1981, to turn local public opinion 
against the Board of Selectmen — for I cannot judge it 
as being otherwise motivated. | 

It is admitted that there are conflicts between the 
various pieces of legislation and court decisions in- 
volved in the appointment of public officers. There is 
also the basic right of the individual to not have his 
privacy invaded. Granted that that the Congress and 
the State legislatures have been chipping away at the 
basic rights of the individual for some years. Never- 
theless, when a candidate is employed and seeks other 
employment requesting that his name remain confi- 
dential, the Board tries not to scare him off. In spite of 
the fallacious reasoning in your editorial, there are 
such things as reprisals to which unsuccessful candi- 
dates can be subjected. 

As matters stand, the Town Charter (Mass. G.L. 
Chap. 571) charges the Board of Selectmen as follows: 

“The selectmen shall appoint . . . for a term of five 
years, a town manager who shall be a person especial- 
ly fitted by education, training and previous full-time 
experience in a responsible administrative position in 
municipal government; to perform the duties of his 
office. The town manager shall be appointed without 
regard to his political beliefs . . . He shall execute a 
bond in favor of the town for the faithful performance 
of his duties in such sum and with such surety or 
sureties as may be fixed or approved by the selectmen, 
the premium for said bond to be’ paid by the town.”’ 

The Charter also prescribes the procedure by which 
the selectmen may remove the manager, should that 
become necessary. In such a case, the manager may 
request a public hearing. The selectmen also negotiate 
a contract with the new town manager, including his 
salary and perquisites. In none of this hiring procedure 
is anyone involved, except the Board of Selectmen. 
Contrary to the impression you create, the appoint- 
ment of a town manager is not an elective exercise for 
the public. 

Contrary to your editorial, we are not prepared to 
“play games.’’ I for one have felt it essential to not 
release the names of the candidates until each agrees 
that we may. This is common courtesy and is in accord 
with the right to privacy of each individual. While the 
Eagle-Tribune has felt it necessary to take us to court 
on two occasions, the burden of your editorial that we 
‘‘get ahead’ with the selection is only being delayed, 
as it has been delayed in the past. If you want to get 
ahead with this matter, cease and desist from inject- 
ing yourself into our business.

A not-so-funny thing happened on the way to the 
Super Bowl, as the Andover High football team’s 
championship express was sidetracked last Saturday. 

This turned out to be a game that is best forgotten 
quickly, swept under the rug or pushed into a dark 
corner. 

The Chelmsford High football team produced its 
finest effort to date of the 1981 season, while Andover 
just couldn’t seem to get its run-and-shoot offense 
untracked. 

The result was a stunning 10-0 triumph for the Lions, 
and without a solid performance by the Golden War- 
riors’ defense the score could have soared considerab- 
ly higher. 

Chelmsford so dominated the game that Andover 
crossed midfield only twice, never penetrated inside 
the Lions’ 33, managed only 23 net yards rushing in 19 
carries, completed just 6-of-21 passes for 60 yards and 
lost the ball three times on a pair of interceptions and 
a fumble. 

The loss sent Coach Dick Collins’ crew tumbling 
from the undefeated ranks, dropped AHS from first 
place in the East Division of the Merrimack Valley 
Conference, and all but killed their hopes for a fourth 
Eastern Mass. Division II Super Bowl berth. 

Andover is now 3-1-1 overall, tied for second place in 
the East with Lawrence High and a half-step behind 
co-leaders Methuen and Lawrence Central (both 4-1- 
0) 

Adding insult to injury, it marked the second 
straight week Collins has fallen just short in a bid for 
his 100th career coaching victory in the MVC.

No Plans For Elm Square Site 


Software International, recently acquired by Gener- 
al Electric, will move from its Elm Square offices into 
new corporate headquarters in the West Andover In- 
dustrial Park some time next spring, Software’s mar- 
keting communications manager said this week. 

The company, which develops and supplies comput- 
er software, will house approximately 250 employees 
in the new three-story, 100,000-square foot building on 
Shattuck Road near the GCA Corp. plant, Marketing 
Communications Manager Kay Faria said Tuesday. 

The first two floors are scheduled to be ready for 
occupancy by mid-March, Faria said, although the 
building will not be completed at that time.

in the contemporary and traditional pro- 
grams, were too small to be ‘‘statistically 
significant,’’ he added 

Copies of a detailed report on the tests, 
charting scores for each grade in each 
school, are available at Memorial Hall 
Library and at the schools, he said, along 
with results of the SATs. 

SAT scores were also gratifying to the 
educators, he said, with scores increasing 
from 453 to 463 on verbal tests, and from 
509 to 521 in math. Average SAT scores for 
the state and for residential communities 
similar to Andover declined this year, 
while national averages remained the 
same. > 

Afiover students outscored students 
throughout the state by 41 points on verbal 
tests and 59 points in math, and residential 
community students, by 30 points on the 
verbal test and 41 points in math. 

Mitsakos concluded in the written report 
that ‘‘the investment Andover has made in 
its instructional system has paid off.’’

The question is, where will $10,000 in 
salaries for new crossing guards come 
from? The Police Department, which 
hires the guards, says it does not have that 
money in its budget — and the School 
Committee said the same when Casey 
made her report. 

The committeemen quickly whittled her 
recommendation down to two guards, at 
$5,000.

Steady progress has been the keynote of 
Andover’s multi-million dollar school 
building project during the past week, 
Project Manager William Mansell indi- 
cated Tuesday.
